Otto Skorzecy 
with the eJMa that he had uncovered a videapreail BIS espionage net vhloh hod 
agents la the B onn gpvemoeat and in the iOlied High Coonlssion la Gemau^, 

It Was alleged that all Important decisions oi the C omnrfm ij^qn were ^ 
reported to Ubscow wLthla 4S hours hy this net. Althou^ this' claln mat With 
lOQ^ skepticisA hexe. It was thoroughljr Investigated by our Gennan statioi 
because of its ioportance if true. 

« 2. The itn^tigation revealed a large group of ex-SS officers engaged In 

latelllgen<^*pe^dling in ll^estem Gexmany. Ihere was no evidence of BIS 
conaectl QQS^Qor of any penetration of the fii^ Cojunissiori. Ihere were 
indications that aoia minor officials ,of fhe Bona government had been sellii^ 
inforvation to this grotp and to other news sei*^ces. Seven such officials 
are under arrest by the German police and. action > will be taken ly* the 
German authorities. Ihe British had investigated ihXs entire coiq>lex 
independently and > arrived at the same conclusions as we had. 

3. 'Skorzeny had submitted one detailed report on the 27 August 1951 meeting 
between U.S.Hi^ Coaoiissioner John J« BcCloy and Chancellor Adenauer. 

Investigation proved that nothing in this report was true except fa* iteom 
taken from the press, Ihe report was false Iji the following details: 

a. Neither Buttenwleaer nor Harris attended the meetli^ ah alleged. 

b. Ihe remarica attributed to NcCl^ and Adenauer are coopletely fabricated 
in substance and in detail, 

e. No "coaxnission to study German foreign relations", has been formed 
and no meoi^rs of such a oo nnission were appointed at this meeting 
as alleged in the report. 



4. Our German statlhn will texmlnate this Imestigation and turn over 
pertinent Infoxmation to the competent German authorities for* iUrthef 'action.
